1933 PROCEEDINGS OF STRAFFORD COUNTY 
DELEGATION 


January 11, 1933 
A meeting of the Stratford County Delegation to 
the House of Representatives was held in Room 100 at 
the State House at one o’clock for the purpose of organ- 
izing. Foster Elder of Dover was elected chairman 
and Myra J. Jones of New Durham was elected clerk. 
Meeting adjourned subject to call of chairman.

January 18, 1935 

The delegation met in Division 1 in Representa- 
tives Hall to consider House Joint Resolution No. 63 
introduced by Tuttle of Farmington. 

Mr. Tuttle asked for the endorsement of the bill 
which provides for a memorial to be placed in the State 
House, in honor of Henry Wilson, who was born in 
Farmington, and was Vice President of the United 
States under Grant’s administration. 

The cost of same not to exceed $300.00. 

On motion of Keefe, it was voted to endorse the 
bill. 

Twenty-seven members present. 

Meeting adjourned subject to call of chairman.

February 1, 1933 
A meeting of the delegation was held in the gal- 
lery of Representatives hall at 1.30 p. m. 
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Roll call found twenty-seven members present. 
Gagne, chairman of the investigating committee, 
presented a type-written copy of their report to each 
member of the delegation. 
Voted to adjourn until Thursday, February 9th.

February 9, 1935 

A meeting of the delegation was held in the State 
House, Room 157, at 12.45 p. m. 

Twenty-nine members present. 

On motion of Gagne, it was voted for the chair- 
man to appoint a Finance Committee of five, three of 
the majority party and two of the minority party, to 
make up the budget for 1934-1935. 

Chair appointed Seavey of Rochester, Keefe of 
Dover, Henderson of Durham, McGreal of Somersworth 
and Fisher of Lee. 

Keefe declined to accept on account of business 
pressure. Voted to accept his resignation. Chair ap- 
pointed Owen P. Durnin of Dover. 

Some discussion on the report of the county in- 
vestigating committee. 

Keefe read recommendations contained in the re- 
port. 

On motion of Buzzell it was voted to accept the 
report of the investigating committee and endorse its 
recommendations. 

On motion of Keenan, voted to adjourn subject 
to call of chairman.

April 20, 1933 
A meeting of the delegation was held in Room 
100, State House, following morning session. 
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Twenty-one members present. 

Voted to dispense with reading minutes of pre- 
vious meeting. 

Financial standing of the county reported by 
chairman of the Finance Committee, Seavey. Discus- 
Sion regarding same, also discussion regarding bond 
issue to cover indebtedness by notes of $84,000. 

Keefe presented the fact that money had _ been 
wrongly appropriated by being made a year in advance 
of that in other counties. 

On motion of Buzzell, voted that Finance Com- 
mittee make arrangements for a bond issue to cover in- 
debtedness. 

On motion of Keefe, voted for Finance Committee 
to visit office of Attorney General and ascertain if 
change can be made so that appropriation may be made 
promptly and in order. — 

On motion of Martin, voted that the delegation 
meet at County Farm, May 1, at 10 a. m. 

Voted to adjourn.

May 1, 1933 

The delegation met at the County Farm. In- 
spection of the institution was made, personally con- 
ducted by Superintendent Edgar Ham. Dinner was 
served at 12.30, followed by business meeting. 

Twenty-six members answered to roll call. 

Rising vote of thanks extended to superintendent 
and matron, Mr. and Mrs. Ham. 

Items of the budget were discussed but no defi- 
nite action was taken on account of House Bill 417 be- 
ing before the Legislature and which if passed would 
effect a change in the budget. 

W. H. McDuffee, president of the Farm Bureau, 
County Agent Adams, Home Demonstration Agent Ruth 
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Ham, and Mrs. Roper, 4-H Club leader, gave reports of 
their respective work. 

On motion of Roberts, it was voted that the dele- 
gation pay its official visit to the University of New 
Hampshire on May sth. 

On motion of Martin, voted to adjourn subject to 
eall of chair.

May 3, 1933 

A meeting of the delegation was called to order 
in Room 100, State House, at 1.00 p. m., by Chairman 
Klder for the purpose of considering a bill providing for 
a bond issue not to exceed $84,000. 

Roll call found twenty members present. 

Seavey reported the bill as having been drawn 
up in the office of the Attorney General and read the 
same. 

On motion of Grimes, it was voted to accept the 
bill as presented by Seavey, chairman of the Finance 
Committee. 

On motion of Keefe, it was voted to rescind a vote 
taken two years ago giving County Commissioners 
authority to issue bonds for the amount of $20,000. 

On motion of Tuttle, voted to adjourn subject to 
eall of the chairman.

June 13, 1933 

A meeting of the delegation was held in Room 
100, State House, the chairman presiding. Nineteen 
members present. 

On motion of Seavey, it was voted to hold a meet- 
ing, June 14, for consideration of the budget. 

It was recommended that members of the Farm 
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Bureau be notified, as it was understood some wanted to 
speak before the delegation. 

The chairman presented Senate Bill No. 40—‘An 
act relative to the term of County Officers for Strafford 
County,” which was referred to the delegation as a 
special committee. 

On motion of Keefe, it was voted to amend 
Section 2 of said bill by striking out the word January 
in line 16, and inserting in place thereof the word April, 
so that said section as amended shall read as follows: 
“Nhe sheriff, solicitor, county treasurer, register of 
deeds, register of probate and county commissioners of 
Strafford County, elected at the November election, 
1932, shall hold their respective offices until April 1, 
1935, with the recommendation that the bill as amended 
be reported as ought to pass. 

On motion of Martin, voted to adjourn.

June 14, 1933 

A meeting of the delegation was called to order 
by the chairman in Room 100, State House. 

Roll call found twenty-seven members present. 

A recommendation was made for an appropria- 
tion for the commissioners to purchase rocking chairs 
and build a piazza for the women inmates at the Farm. 

Hearing was held regarding appropriation for 
Farm Bureau. Richardson, Hall, Hale and Watson, all 
of Rochester, and Tuttle of Farmington, opposing the 
appropriation. McDuifee, Mrs. Roper, Ruth Ham, Ad- 
ams and Kendall, all of the Bureau, in favor of the ap- 
propriation. 

On motion of Gagne, voted to go into executive 
session. 

Motion was made by Gagne that we do not appro- 
priate $5,400 for the Farm Bureau. Discussion ensued. 
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Division called for—nineteen in favor and seven against 
motion. Keenan moved that $3,600 be appropriated for 
each of the two years, 1933 and 1934. Amended by 
Kmery that this $3,600 be used specifically for Home 
Demonstration and 4-H Club. 
On motion of Keefe, voted to adjourn.

June 15, 1933 

A meeting of the delegation was called by the 
chairman in Room 100, State House, at 3 p. m. 

Hearing regarding Farm Bureau appropriation 
was held and speakers representing poultry men, farmers 
and housewives were heard. 

Motion made and voted to adjourn for an execu- 
tive session. In executive session, Emery withdrew his 
amendment and made the motion of Keenan and Keenan 
withdrew his motion made June 14 with vote pending, 
when the delegation adjourned. 

Mrs. Morin made the motion to appropriate for 
the year 1933, $4,800, for extension work and for the 
year 1934, $4,500 for extension work, and for the year 
1933, $1,000 for improvements, out of the improvement 
appropriation the County Commissioners be instructed to 
buy the necessary furniture, also build a porch on the 
women’s side of the building. By division vote the 
motion was adopted seventeen to three. 

On motion of Keefe, voted for chairman of budget 
committee to read items of same, and the items were 
read by Chairman Seavey. On motion of Keefe, it was 
voted to adopt items of budget as read by Seavey, 
$118,000 for 1933 and $115,000 for 193 

Voted to adjourn.

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September 5, 19335 

A meeting of the delegation was called by the 
chairman at 1 p. m. in the Court House. 

Twenty-five members were present, also Senator 
Calef, County Commissioners and Superintendent of 
County Farm. The purpose was to take action on a 
report of the physical condition of buildings at the Farm 
as reported by Secretary of Public Welfare, J. H. Cor- 
liss. Mr. Corliss spoke to the delegation calling atten- 
tion to the bad condition of sewerage, sagging floors, 
poor kitchen ventilation, needs for a maternity room and 
some other hazardous conditions. 

On motion of Martin, voted to adjourn to meet at 
the Farm immediately. 

The delegation met at the Farm and made a tour 
of inspection finding conditions very bad in disposal of 
sewage, inadequate water system and floors in poor 
condition. Discussion of existing conditions was en- 
tered into by several of the members, also Commissioner 
Foss and Superintendent Ham. On motion of Keenan, 
it was voted that the chair appoint a committee of five 
to investigate conditions; the sewerage system, water 
supply and general repairs, as recommended, also an 
amendment was offered to include the Court House in 
the investigation for needed repairs. 

The chair appointed Seavey, McGreal, Layn, Rob- 
erts and Grimes. On motion of McGreal, voted to ad- 
journ.

September 29, 1935 

A meeting of the delegation was called by the 
chairman at the County Farm at 1.30 p. m. 

Twenty members responded to roll call. 

Purpose of the meeting was to hear report of the 
committee appointed to investigate the necessary repairs 
on county buildings. 
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The chair read a letter from Seavey in which he 
resigned as a member of this committee. 

Roberts reported a visit to Concord in regard to 
obtaining federal money for this project, and said he 
found it to be available on condition that all plans and 
specifications in detail with bids, must first be submit- 
ted for approval. 

Grimes reported that the committee had obtained 
the services of Mr. Richardson, architect, and Dean Case 
of N. H. U., a sanitary engineer, to go over the situa- 
tion. Mr. Richardson explained his plans or _ blue 
prints for enlarging and ventilating kitchen, new toilet 
rooms, infirmary, new floors, dormer windows on third 
floor, etc., with estimates of cost. 

A report was read by the chair from the office of 
I. W. Jones & Co., of plans for reconstruction of sewer- 
age system and water supply with estimates of cost. 
Discussion ensued. 

On motion of Henderson, seconded by Gagne, it 
was voted that a new committee of four be appointed 
by the chair, to work in conjunction with the commis- 
sioners and they be authorized to issue bonds not to 
exceed the amount of $25,000.00 for the County Farm 
project. The chair appointed on this committee, Keen- 
an, Anna Morin, Spiers, and Elder. 

Commissioner Foss told the delegation of the 
much needed repairs at the Court House. Discussion 
ensued. 

On motion of Gagne, it was voted for the chair 
to appoint a committee of three to investigate the condi- 
tion of Court House, and submit a report to the delega- 
tion as to the feasibility of repairing or rebuilding the 
same. Chair appointed Grimes, Henry TT. Foss and 
Henderson. 

On motion of Wiggin, voted to adjourn subject to 
call of chairman.

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November 23, 193: 

A special meeting of the county convention was 
held at the Court House at 1.30 p. m., at the call of 
Chairman Foster Elder, by written notices to members. 
Purpose of the meeting was stated by the chair. Min- 
utes of last meeting read and approved. Twenty-four 
members responded to roll call. 

First item for consideration was the matter of 
additions, alterations and equipment of the Alms House 
building. McGreal explained some of the procedure nec- 
essary to obtain federal aid, and stated that the previous 
meeting of the delegation was not in correct form for 
application to meet requirements of board in Washing- 
ton. 

It was moved by Keefe that this matter be indefi- 
nitely postponed. Motion seconded. Discussion ensued. 
Keefe withdrew his motion. 

Motion was made by Keefe to rescind the vote of 
the delegation at its last meeting to bond the county 
for $25,000 for County Federal Project. Seconded by 
Spiers. Roll call asked for—fifteen (15) voting YES 
and nine (9) voting NO. 

A motion was made by:Keefe and seconded to 
authorize the County Commissioners to spend a sum not 
exceeding $10,000 for sewerage, kitchen fire escape, 
opening a second stairway, dining room floor, new toilet 
on second floor, new floor on water tank and any other 
necessary repairs at the County Farm. 

Roll call asked for—nineteen (19) voting YES, 
and three (3) voting NO. 

A report from Grimes, chairman of the committee 
appointed to investigate repairs needed on Court House, 
was heard. He read a report obtained from E. H. 
Hunter of Hanover, construction engineer, in regard to 
physical condition of building with an estimated cost of 
repairs. 

On motion of Buzzell, it was voted to indefinitely 
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postpone this matter, and place the report on file in the 
commissioners’ office. 

On motion of McGreal, it was voted that the com- 
missioners be empowered to sell and deed a_ piece of 
property situated in Milton, deeded to the county by 
Judith Perry, and furthermore, all acts of past or pres- 
ent commissioners be confirmed. 

Voted to adjourn.

Dear Sir: 

I beg to submit the following report on the physi- 
cal condition of the Strafford County Court House in 
Dover, New Hampshire. 

This is a two story building with a partially fin- 
ished basement, built in 1889. The exterior walls are 
of brick; the floor system is of wood beams, mostly sup- 
ported by interior brick walls; the roof is supported 
by wood rafters and is covered with slate with 
small flat areas covered with tin. The walls and ceilings 
(except those which have been renewed with metal) are 
plastered on wood laths. All brick walls are furred to 
receive the lath. The rafters of the roof are supported on 
purlins which are strutted over 4 trusses with 11 inch 
by 14 inch upper chords and a 2 inch iron lower chord. 
These trusses have a span of 46 feet. The finish floors 
are of wood except the first floor, which is covered with 
some form of plastic flooring. The offices in the north- 
west corner, occupied by the register of deeds and the 
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register of probate, are of fireproof construction with 
steel doors to the corridor, and steel shutters at the 
Windows, covering kalemein sash and frames. There 
are two fireproof vaults in the east end of the building, 
one serving the basement rooms occupied by the county 
commissioners and on the first floor by the clerk of 
courts, and the other serving the sheriff’s office on the 
first floor. 

A superficial inspection of this building only is 
necessary to learn that it is poorly built, even for the 
grade of construction which it purports to be. Some 
small cracks appear in the exterior brick walls; arches 
over the windows have settled; the front entrance arches 
have spread, thrusting the supporting columns out of 
plumb; and the joints in the brick work have “rotted” 
out in many places from water getting into the top of 
the walls from leaky roofs or gutters. On the interior, 
the many cracked ceilings and sloping floors indicate 
some settlement, but, mostly, excessive shrinkage. Some 
of the vault doors cannot be closed, indicating uneven 
settlement at these points. 

Closer examination and a level instrument brings 
out the fact that the granite belt course around the 
building at the first floor is out of level by 3 inches, 
being the lowest at the southeast corner and the front 
and highest at the southwest corner. The south and east 
walls near the southeast corner are also out of plumb. 
The east cross wall of the court room indicates some 
uneven settlement, and the east wall of the women’s 
room on the second floor has pulled away from the wall 
from one-half to three-fourths inches. The slate roof 
appears to be in good condition but the flat tin covered 
deck roof over the southeast corner has nail holes in it. 

After analyzing the cause of these cracks and un- 
even settlements, I have reached the following conclu- 
sions, viz :-— 

1. That, although the entire structure seems to 
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have been so shabbily constructed, it is essentially 
sound, 

2. That the settlement at the southeast corner 
is more apparent than real. Excavations around the 
foundations at this corner indicate that the footings are 
about 4-0” below the ground level and are on reason- 
ably good soil. At some time or other a sub-footing of 
concrete has been built to further spread the load of the 
stone footing. A test driving indicated that this same 
soil prevailed for at least 5’-0” below the present foot- 
ing, which should provide a reasonably substantial cover 
over any quicksand or shaky foundations lower down. 
That the lowness of this corner is not a matter of seri- 
ous settlement is further indicated by the fact that the 
south wall is level for 15 feet from the corner, that the 
plaster inside shows shrinkage cracks but almost no set- 
tlement cracks, and that the second floor of the building 
is only two inches out of level, while the foundations 
show 3 inches. The conclusion seems obvious that the 
building never was level. 

3. That the vault doors of the register of deeds’ 
office and sheriff’s office do not close is not a _ serious 
matter as they fail to fit the frames by less than a quar- 
ter of an inch. Testimony seems to indicate that this 
same condition has prevailed for the past ten years. 

4. The fact that the south wall of the court 
room is over the two south vaults would explain the set- 
tlement cracks in this wall. It is evident that no at- 
tempt was made in the design of the footing of this 
building to equalize the load on the supporting soil. 

5. That the east wall of the building is out of 
plumb by 2 inches is the most disquieting of the weak- 
nesses apparent in the building. Where this has been 
attributed in the past to settlement of the southeast cor- 
ner of the building, it has, in my opinion, little connec- 
tion with the matter of foundation, but is a result of bad 
roof construction. Investigation over the top of the 
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courtroom ceiling and below the roof shows that the 
main rafters are poorly supported by the trusses, almost 
totally fail of support from the two brick cross walls of 
the building, and carry their load down on to the com- 
paratively light rafters of the deck roof over the south- 
east corner of the building. As this thrust is more hor- 
izontal than vertical, it has crowded the wall supporting 
these light rafters and has drawn the rafters out of the 
cross wall by approximately the same measure that the 
wall has moved. This is a condition that has obtained 
since the building was built, but as the main roof gradu- 
ally settled the east wall of the building moved out. 

6. The general condition of the building, the 
lack of fireproofing on the boiler room ceiling, plaster 
patching needed, and exterior water conditions, all indi- 
‘ate that the maintenance and ordinary renewals have 
not been kept up as is necessary in any building, espec- 
ially so in a public structure subject to hard usage. 

My recommendations are as follows: 

1. That the present building, unless inadequate 
in size, or undesirable in plan, be retained, subject to 
some repairs and reconstruction. 

2. Remove the front entrance porch and also the 
tower. The porch is defective and would need extensive 
repairs if retained, and, as the doorways are set well 
back into the building, I see no use for the porch. The 
tower, while in good condition, complicates roof repairs 
and its removal would allow a gable to be built to har- 
monize with the west gable and somewhat modernize 
the front of the building. 

3. Revise the loading of the roof on to the 
trusses and the walls and check the spreading of the 
walls. This should be done in accordance with a plan 
prepared by a competent engineer or architect. 

4. Machine the vault doors to fit the frames. 

5. Repair the roofs and gutters to make them 
weather proof. 
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6. Relay the west front gable and point up ex- 
terior brick work. 

7. Patch plaster and paint interior where neces- 
sary. 

It is my opinion that these repairs could be ac- 
complished by the expenditure of 12,000 dollars, and, 
upon the completion, the building would,be practically 
as good as it ever was.

As required by the Public Statutes of the state, 
we are hereby rendering an account of our stewardship, 
also a report of the Superintendent of the County Farm, 
Treasurer, Clerk of Court, Sheriff, Solicitor, Physician, 
Chaplain and Auditors for the year ending December 
B15 19383: 

The Commissioners deemed it wise to make a few 
changes in the management of the Farm. Having in 
view the care and comfort of the inmates, as well as the 
financial aspect, we appointed Edgar J. Ham, superin- 
tendent, and Mrs. Sarah Ham, matron. This selection 
needs no comment, as Mr. and Mrs. Ham have _ been 
before the citizens of Strafford County so many years 
that it is not necessary to sound their praises. <A visit 
to the Farm and an interview of each and every inmate 
will bear out the wisdom of our selection. 

We found it wise to replace the refrigerator in 
the superintendent’s kitchen with an electric refriger- 
ator, at a cost of $574.00, which has proved a wise in- 
vestment. We also exchanged the Dodge car for a 1935 
Dodge, at a cost of $620.00. A new sulky plow has also 
been added to the farm equipment. 

As there was no furniture in the superintendent’s 
room, April Ist we were obliged to buy a new bedroom 
set, costing $130.00 A new separator, a new churn, and 
several other minor replacements have all added _ to 
efficiency and economy in the management and comfort 
of all concerned. 

The repairs authorized by the County Delegation 
have been started and will be completed as soon as 
weather conditions permit. The piazza and chairs auth- 
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orized by the delegation carrying an appropriation of 
$1,000.00 have been completed (except the screening in) 
at a cost of $925.61. 

Reverend and Mrs. Bigelow, as chaplains, have 
added much to the spiritual comfort of many inmates. 
In this connection the commissioners gratefully ac- 
knowledge and thank the various Dover priests for their 
faithful contributions to the spiritual comforts and 
needs of this institution. 

The sick under the care of Dr. Richard have 
received to a high degree the attention they needed. The 
commissioners are highly pleased with the efficient co- 
operation rendered by Dr. Richard. 

We are pleased to submit this report for your 
consideration. With an appropriation of $118,000.00, 
we have paid all bills with exception of the Relief Ad- 
ministration bill for $6,000.00 (which was received after 
December 31, 1933). You will also note we have in 
unpaid taxes amount due the County $18,629.07, showing 
a financial condition unapproached for many years.
